HISTORY 


One question we get very often here at Harvey is, “How old is Casper?” Well, 
Casper was first spotted around these offices nearly fifty years ago and that 
has been the official story ever since. But now, Professor Sidney Von Jacobson, 
the noted historian and authority on most things that combine mystery and 
fun, has come up with some startling discoveries: photos that suggest, no— 
prove, that Casper has actually been around a lot longer than that. Even more 
importantly, he’s been part of history, a sightseer along on some of the most 
memorable adventures of the last one hundred years. 


May 21, 1927 

Charles Lindbergh was 
the first person to fly 
solo across the Atlantic 
Ocean. His little plane, 
“The Spirit of St. Louis,” 
flew from New York to 
Paris, a distance of 
3,600 miles. The flight 
took 33 1/2 hours, so he 
was traveling more than 
100 miles an hour. 
Today, the Concord, 
which flies at 1,350 
miles an hour, or twice 
the speed of sound, 
makes the trip in less 
than four hours. Lind- 
bergh was alone on his 
historic journey-or was 
he? 


Four months and 
three days after the 
Lindbergh-Casper 
Slight, Casper was 
again in on history. 
This time, he was 
behind the plate 
when Babe Ruth hit 
his 60th home run, 
a record not to be 
broken for seventy- 
one years. 


Casper’s first star- 
ring role in a major 
movie didn’t come 
until Universal’s 
Casper, released in 
1995. But—and the 
Disney people won't 
admit this—Casper 
actually was in 
their first full- 
length animated 
film, Snow White 
and the Seven 
Dwarfs.
